UNTOLD HORRORS. 


A Terrible Disaster in the O1W ot 


NewTork. 


Some of TtMra Crushed to Daiilh by the 


Collapse ot a Building, but Many 7 


Mora Burned Allva While Im- 


prisonnl In ths Oebrto. 


ot the Acoldtnt TTnknown, 


but Thouibt to H»v» Sum an Bm- 
ploslon In th* OtUar-rathvtK

Nxw YOBK, Aug. 38.— A dreodfn 


catastrophe, fraught with great loss of 
life occurred in this city shortly after 
the noon- honr yesterday. Men, women 
and children, who, after a week's 
weary toil, were within, but a few min- 
ntes of their usual Saturday half hol- 
iday, met death without a word of 
warning by the fall of Taylor's build- 
ing, 
OS and 71) Park place. Anywhere 


from thirty to fifty persons were 
killed. Six had been taken out dead at 
8:80 o'clock, and these- only1 from the 
edge* of the street. Bow many are In 
the ruins nobody knows. Neither is it 
known what caused the collapse. It 
may have been an explosion, or the 
building mar have fallen because it "was 
overweighted, or by the vibration of 
the printing presses. The building was 
condemned thirteen years ago. Some 
persons said that the boiler in the base- 
ment exploded. Whatever it was, the 
wreck-was complete and the havoc aw- 
ful. The whole front wall of the build- 
ing was torn oat and dashed 'into a, 
heap of ruins, which extended entirely' 
across and partially blocks the street. 


Following the crash came an 'out- 


burst of flame, and in ten minutes all 
that was left of the building was a 
solid wall of fire. Tho most terrible 
loss of life occurred' hi the Peterson's1 
restaurant, which occupied the ground 
floor. It waa a very popular little 
restaurant and was well filled. An eye 
witness of the disaster says at the time 
of tho explosion fully fifty persons 
were seated at the tables. In addition 
to this cumber there were the waiters, 
the cooks and the proprietor and cash- 
ier, who, if the estimate of fifty cus- 
tomers Is correct, would swell the list 
of the dead In the restaurant alone to 
fifty orsixty^ir 


Just eioctljt.Bt what moment the ex- 


plosion took pace is unknown. It was 
probably nearer twenty minutes' past 
19 o'clock than -half-post, so that only 
those who shrit down the moment The 
hour for knocking off work came, and 
had already lift the building escaped. • 
One'thing alone is certain, and that is- 
that every one of those unfortunates 
who were in the building when the aw- 
ful crash came was either crushed to 
death or buried alive. 


In addition to Eberle & Co., there 


were a number ot other firms In the 
building. On the little mound raised 
up by the wreckage the firemen squat- 
ted, shielding themselves as best they 
could from the terrible neat, and; 
throwing three heavy streams of water 
into the heart of tho .flames. It waa 
one of tho swiftest and fiercest fires 
known in New York for many a day. 
The firemen, with great difficulty, held:. 
khern In check and kept them from 
licking up three or four of the sur- 
rounding buildings. 


Hnrdly had the first cloud of smoke 


been blown away, revealing the ter- 
rible results of the explosion, when the 
police iiomedlntely sent "hurry" calls 
to the hospitals. Calls were also sent 
in for the city dead wagons. The two 
ambulances from the Chambers-street 
hospital, which. Is only around the cor- 
ner, were the first to arrive. Tbe sur- 
geons 'attached to the1' ambulances 
found half a dozen men, the only 
men known to have escaped from tho 
burnlcg buildings, crowded together at 
the corner of College place. 
They 


were put into the ambulances and 
taken around to the hospital. There 
was at that time only one man said to. 
have been dangerously hurt He was 
then unconscious. He is M. F. Barrett, 
of 180 West Fiftieth street, and was 
employed by Leiber & Emass. * 
" 


Hardly hod the injured been removed 


from the scene of the disaster before a ' 
great crowd of persons gathered out- 
side the hospital. 
The police hod 


finally to be called upon to handle 
them. 
It 
waa with great-" diffi- 


culty that the crowd 'could be kept 
back. In the throng wnre women with 
babies in their arms, weeping and in 
hysterics. Their husbands, they cried, 
bad been in the house. Finally, so 
great did the crowd become, that sen- 
tries were posted at the entrance of the 
street, and all vehicles' were kept from 
going through the street to prevent any 
accidents to the people. 


Strenuous efforts were made by the 


firemen to check the flames, so as to 
begin the work -ot recovering the dead, 
anl after an hoars' hard work Obey 
succeeded. The search for the dead 
was then begun. 
' 


At 9:16 o'clock the first dead man was 


taken oat of the ruins. He was found 
under a pile of bricks' and mortar In 
the middle of the street His face was 
battered past reoognlUon, and he had 
abadcut on the back of the left leg. 


The second body was brought out at 


Bi»0. It was that of -a man. Every 
stitch had been burned a way and his 
flesh was roasted. 
• 


The third and fourth bodies taken out 


•were those of two boy a named Haegney 
andGlbba. 
, 


Tbe fifth body to be taken out was 


that of a young laborer. The body 
was badly burned, and was found lying 
f aee downward. 


One of the bodies taken out has bean 


Identified as that of Patrick Slatterv. ,. 
Th* three children ot Frank Haeg- 


ney, Janitor of tie building, U Park 
place, directly opposite, were skipping 
and playing on the sidewalk when the 
louse felt Their father stood BOTO*S 
tie street on nia own stoop, watehtag 


them at play. • In his sight they were 
buried by the falling wail. JJaW craaed 
by* grief and* terror, Mr. Haegney ran 
aerotis the street end tore i at tho-heap 
of'bricks under which they lie. The 
firemen got him away with difflonlty, 
and as soon as it was possible fell to 
work them solves on the pile. -They 
had been at work but a few momenta 
and had removed two .bodies, .when

ruins. -The flrcmun responded to the 
cries by pitching Into the debris that 
lay In heaps before them, and anon,a 
heed came Into view. It was that of a 
little girl. She was Mary Haegney, 
one of the children of Janitor Haegney. 
The fallen bricks had formed nn arch 
over the children and her life was thus 
saved. She was uninjured. Soar the 
plsoe where the girl was found the, 
body of * man was discovered.

At about * o'clock a solemn proces- 


sion formed down at the corner of 
Greenwich street and Park place. It 
was formed of policemen, who carried 
white pine coffins on their shoulders, 
and the "city's hearse' brought up the 
rear.

•At 7:3ft, o'clock the men employed in 


searching for the bodies discovered two 
bodies in front of No,_ 70. -They had 
considerable difficulty In reaching them 
as they were groping In the dark. 
There was no electric light or gas light 
on the block. 


Coroner Henley arrived on the scene 


.about a o'clock and with his deputy, 
Dr.' Donlln, he remained during the 
evening. 


Joseph Oreenbaum, a waiter em- 


ployed in Peterson's restaurant, who 
miraculously escaped, says that as near 
as he can remember there weru in the 
restaurant when ho left only twenty- 
One persons.-

J. J. Smith, a clerk employed in the 


office of Lieber & Mass, said that there 
were forty men employed in the press 
rooms of the establishment, and, as far 
as he could learn, none of them escaped 
except Cnue, Schmidt, foreman.

At 8 o'clock, where the ruins-had 


been cooled off and the flames dead- 
ened, Assistant Foreman M. H. Slevin, 
ot hook and ladder'No. 6, and Wm. 
Qergia, a member of the same'com-' 
pony, taking iwo lanterns,, effected an' 
entrance by a small opening into the 
cellar. Working alone-with difficulty, 
and in five feet of water, they made as 
thorough an exploration of the cellar 
and of the vaults under theu, sidewalk 
as the debris would permit. Among 
the overhanging Umbers andiron pipes 
they -discovered two bodies n few feet 
from the lino In the buildings front, 
wedged In and held securely by several 
wooden timbers. Doth men were dead 
and more or less burned. IBiey made 
an effort to get at them,' but'fat their 
attempt to tear away some of the ob- 
structions, found that such a course 
would- result in bringing down upon, 
their own beads the Immense mass of 
brick above and possibly result in their 
death. 


Liqnt. Slevin said that be hod made a 


thorough investigation of the -vaults 
under the sidewalk; an<3 was satisfied 
that there were no bodies there,' It 
was completely choked with the debris 
from above, and he thought it wis very 
possible tTiUt many bodies had-,been 
found there. 


When It became dark the firemen 


were greatly impeded In their efforts 
to find tho bodies, from wunt'of proper 
lights. All alonff Park place,' between 
Church and Greenwich streets, the gas 
bad been turned oft from the street1 
mains, leaving that portion of the 
street toor 'total-' darkness.* " The only 
light that the workers had was that 
given, out by the few lanterns they car- 
ried.

The difficulty of getting a clear idea 


of what passed 1n the minute following 
the disaster is greatly enhanced by the 
fact that most of the. adjoining stores 
and those on the opposite: side of the 
street were closed, aa It waa Saturday 
afternoon.

A printer named Henry Hoppe, .who 


was passing at the time, says: "I left 
my office at 13 o'clock for home, going 
down'Park place. As I. came near 
Greenwich street I heard a noise -simi- 
lar to that of letting off steam'from a 
boat I stopped a moment to see what 
it meant. When I saw'the, building 
next above the corner of Greenwich 
street trembling, and the-next moment 
saw the whole front coming down. X 
could see human beings utrnggllng In 
the wreck as it fell. A woman passing 
behind me was stroek by fulling bricks, 
and I caught her by the arm, but there 
was so much weight on her that I had 
to let her go or else I would have been 
killed, as some bricks struck me on the 
shoulder and then I Jnmpad away, as I 
saw the rest of the wall coming down. 
The walls of the upper floors came, 
first, and the others followed almost in 
one breath. By the tlmo I reached the 
corner of Greenwich street I was al- 
most paralysed. 
There were other 


people following on the iddewalk, but 
on account of the dtAt snd'smoke I am 
unable to say whether any of them 
were killed or not, but'I tdiak soate

So far eight bodies have been re-

Two 
streams were kept constantly playing 
on thep ruins, and will be'eontinned 
during the entire night' Jdteut Slevin 
made a second descent into the anbcel- 
larouthc wort side of the building. 
When ho emerged he reported seeing 
threebodles, twomtn BnoStt boy. 'He 
finally deddlwi to go down a third time 
and recover,the bodies If possible. Two 
firemen went with him. There was 
ten minutes of suspense before Slevfn 
appeared, struggling up the ladder 
with the mangled and inanimate form 
of a man to hiteras. The victim had 
been a man between 40 and SO years'oi

,, Later electric lights were strong, tap 
in the, vicinity of! the rums and a toroe 
of laborers'were, put to work to clear 
away the debris.

Until' the ruins are thoroughly soaked 


and certain dangerous portions of' the 
wrack removed it will be Impossible to 
remove any-more'bodies. There are 
wild rumors about the possible revela- 
tions vthen the smoldering flames 'have 
been entirely put out, and," no' official 
will even venture- an opinion, only 
shaking" their 'heads sadly at the 
thought ot what the wreck before" them 
will bring forth.

After breaking Into a Jewelry store' 


in 1870, young Abbott was sentenced 
to four years in the state prison, but 
shortened his time considerably by 
good behavior.

After his release Abbott returned to 


Thetford, and as far oa known led on 
exemplary life for a year or two. > In 
the year 1880, however, several of ths 
neighboring towns were excited over 
numerous burglaries. Suspicion soen 
fell upon Abbott and he was' finally 
shot in the hip while' attempting to 
escape'from a store in which he had 
been operating in Oxford. The citi- 
zens formed a searching1 party, and af- 
ter holt*a.day's search Abbott was 
found In a hut among the ledges which 
overlook the station. Abbott mode a 
desperate resistance, but was finally 
captured.
